HAIFA. — The Seamen's Union 
yesterday proclaimed ἃ general 
strike in the entire merchant marine. 
with the intention of halting the 
more than 100 ships, totalling three 
million tons, at their next ports of 

call, wherever they be. 


The ratings division of the union, 
pressing for psy improvements in a 
new two-year labour contract, which 
the shipping companies have cal- 
culated at 86 per cent for the first 
year alone, has thus extended what 
began om Sunday at 6 am. as “a 
partial strike” on a dozen or 80 
ships docking in Israel ports only. 

The ratings decided on the exten- 
sion of the strike as a counter- 
measure to a decision of the Zim 
company mavaement sr eereay 
morning to cloze down the messes 
in its 11 strike-bound ships (five 
here, five at Ashdod, one in Eilat) 
and to suspend the payment cf 
wages to the strikers.

Four Sinai detainees kidnap

Three young men who handed 
themselves and two hostages over Lo 
O.C. “Southern Command yesterday 
afternoon after a dramatic five-hour 
chase through the gands of southzrn 
Simai are thought to be army de- 
serters, Phe Jerusalem Post learned 
last night. A girl who accompanied 
them, is a 20-year-old recent immi- 
gram from America. Sire is due to be 
brough; before a nragistraite this 
morning. The men are in military 
police custody. 

The three young men, one of whom 
is weported to have a police record, 
currently being questioned by mili- 
tary police δὲ Southern Command 
ELQ, are all from the Tel Aviv erea 
— an 18-year-old from Bax Yam; 


The escapade, which had all the 
of a Wild West show star- 
ving a Bonnie and three Ciydes, 
petered out when four frigh:ened 
fugitive handed themselves and their 
two hostages, captured at an army 
base near ithe Santa Kaiterina Mon- 
astery, to O.C. Southern Command, 
Aluf Shmuel Gonen. 


The four had arrived at the Field 
School near the monastery on Sun- 
day night in a huge Ford limousine, 
end asked for a place to sleep. The 
girl and one of ithe boys were put 
up in a tent, while the two other 
boys slept in the car. According to 
several witnesses who were at the 
achool εἰς the time, the foursome were 
Tude, crude and offensive when asked 


what they happened to be doing in 
the heart of Sinei without. adequate 


camping equipment or food, 


The grand car turned out to have 


been stolen. 


The four left the camp early in the 
morning afier having made enemies 
with most of the Beduin and Ierael 
staff at the school, shortly before ἃ 
group of tourists made final prepara- 
ions to fly back nor hb. While pack- 
ing, some of the foreign tourists 
noted that itheir passports and wal- 
lets were missing, and later # wes 
seen tha four sleeping bags had been 
ipolen. 

The hasty disappearance of the 
foursome and the loss of four sleep- 
ing bags led the tourists to suspec:. 
that their equipment and valuables 
had been heisted by the four young- 
mers. The leader of ihe group re- 
ported the matter to an officer based 
δὲ a camp near the school 

Later in the morning a miliary 
patrol apprehended the four and es- 
corted them back to the army bas? 
near the school, where they were 
placed under lock and key in a store- 
room.

The decainees promptly used them to 
force two soldiers — one reservist 
and ome regular army man — into

‘was supposed to be δ a press con- 
ference in Tet Aviv at the time, sum- 
moned a helicopter and few down to 
meet the youthful kidnappers at the 
ΤΌΞΑ block. 

‘The nego lations were over within 
a few minties. The four, apparently 
realizing that there was no way out, 
handed over the two hostages and 
were taken aboard the O.C.'s heli- 
toper for the fight back to Beer- 
sheba and police interrogation, 

The Fatak Radio, broadcasting 
from Cairo, led its news bulletins 
yesterday evening with the Sinai 
cpisode, descriting the four perpe- 
trators as “commandos.” The rasio 
portrayed the youngaters’ adventure 
as ὦ terrorist operation, recalling αἱ 
one stage “hat the incident occurred 
at the height of “an escalation” 4 
terrorist activity “inside the occupiac 
territory.”

Justice Sussman agreed with the

One instance of Laviv's lying, the 
court said, was when he received 
8 phone call from Salpeter the 
morming after the b - ic 
newspaperman had claimed the call- 
er was an anonymous man. “This 
was not only a lie but it indicated 
Laviv's intention of disassociating 
himself from his friend Salpeter. 
And why should he do so untess he 
feared that his part in the crime

J'lem abattoir 
to move in 
‘next few days’ 


Jerusalem's Romema municipal 
poultry slaughterhouse, closed by 
health offictals last week as a health 
and environmental hazard, will start 
mooving to temporary premises in 
the Givat Shaul! quarter “within the 
next few days.”

Police chief 
says phone 
tapping is 
a necessity

HAIFA. — The Inspector-General 
of Police, Rav-Nitzav Shaul Rosolio, 
came out squarely in favour of tele- 
phone tepping by the police, subject 
to the restrictions of law. “If society 
recognizes that it must resort to 
electronic eavesdropping to protect 
itself against traitors and apfes, it 
must also put such means at the 
disposal of the police te protect the 
public against the underworld” 

Mr. Rosolio was speaking at a re- 
ception given for him and senior 
officers of the force by the mayor 
and City Council at the Town Hall 
yesterday. 

He said that “crime is getting 
more sophisticated, and combatting 
it must keep pace. With simple 
technical means one can lsten to 
the wavelength of the police trans- 
Mitter. But wire tapping involves 
the individual's right to privacy and 
the Knesset should enact a law pro- 
tecting the Individual against abuse.” 

Asked about the public’s aversion 
to testifying to the police or in 
court, a reaction that hampered the 
police In its work. Mr. Rosolic said 
this attitude resulted In a loss of 
time. “But then It must be borne 
in mind that administering justice 
is by nature a slow process, with 
investigations, examinations and 
cross-examinations consuming time... 
We need more administrative effi- 
ciency, in the police as well, but 
summary trials are alien to our 
concepts.”

New Zealand

PURCHASES IN U.K. 


Aluf Eyal, now going into polities, 
reveals details. of military post’

Aluf Shmuel Elyal, 50, will be 
leaving the army today after 33 
years of service. It is understood 
that Eyal will stand as the Align- 
ment’s candidate for mayor in the 
Rishon Lezion municipal elections. 

Aluf Eyal recently returned from 
London where he served as military 
attache both for Great Britain and 
the Scandinavian countries. At a 
press conference in Tel Aviv yes- 
terday, he revealed that during his 
four years of service in Great 
Britain he signed contracts for the 


purchase of hundreds of millions of 
pounds worth of military equipment. 
No details were revealed ag to the 
type of equipment. 

Aluf Byal also revealed that -Is- 
rael, Britain and the Scandinavian 
countries had exchanged technical 
Knowledge, and that the sale of 
equipment manufactured in Israel 
had been negotiated. 

The retiring. Mayor-General said 
adequate precautions had been 
taken to protect Israeli nationals 
serving abroad from terror attacks, 
and “that it was quite possible to 
live with these restrictions." He 
would not enter into details on the 
joint methods adopted by Israel 
‘end Norway to combat terrorism. 
He sald there is “a lot of sympathy 
for Israel in Norway” — a feeling 
he was certain would not end with 
Israel's alleged role in the Bouchiki 
murder. 


Aluf Eyal heid a series of im- 
portant jobs in the armed forces, 
starting with that of battalion com- 
meander In the Givati brigade in the 
1948 War of Independence. Whil2 in 
charge of the southeast sector of 
the border with Egypt, he met with 
then Captain Abdul Gamal Nasser, 
and he was one of the officers in 
charge of the liberation of Nitzana 
and Kibbutz Yad Mordechai. Aluf 
Eyal then served as chief of the 
Air Force administration, overseeing 
the process of changing the fledgling 
alr force from a volunteer-orlented 
force into an integral part of the 
Israel Defence Forces. After a spell

at Manpower Division Aluf Eyal 
was named head of Haga — the 
civil defeuce — turning ‘the force 
into a modern and dynamic unit.
